PUBLIC OPINION AND MORALS. 


As we glance over our e?eulng papers, 


we. are put in a serious uiood as we read of 
crime la various phases from tbe devnlop- 
meuti of sin connected with the Credit Mo- 
beller, down (o ihe petty thiifts which are 
as nothing compared lo the criminality 
opposed In the highest places in the Uud. 
There is the dally tragedy, a bank defalca- 
tion a stock, brokerage swindle, and all 
closing up with the first gleanings relative 
to some yet newer and perhaps more start- 
ling disclosure. At a people, we read these 
matters with an unconcern that of Itself is 
criminal. The reader may differ with us. 
But such is our '"private opinion publicly 
expressed." Now and then something more 
revolting than common, forces from us a 
condemnatory ejaculation; hut the momen- 
tary thought of fearful retribution, is soon 
orer, aud among the numerous lesser yet 
nevertheless horrible crimes to which we 
we so accustomed, is lost in forgetfulness. 
We have laws for the protection of our life 
Mid property; we continually flatter our- 
selves that we are the uiost free and civilized 
people in the world; we also make the claim 
of being the most Christianized people with 
the allowance of the greatest freedom of re- 
ligions opinion, and yet we have cause for 
fear. Public opinion on the administration 
of justice to the guilty, is deteriorating from 
the high standard which a nation of our 
boasts should maintain. Freedom, like 
many good gifts, can be abused, and its 
abuse we are witnessing from day to day. 
There is no denying the fact that lawless- 
ness is on the increase, aud Irom among the 
most lawless and worst enemies to the peace 
cf the land, do we find some of the most In- 
fluential 
parties for political campaigns. 


Especially is this the case in cities where 
the majority of the roujhest and justice 
daring classes congregate. Trained In the 
haunts of vice.uneducated except in ruffian- 
ism, these classes in thousands are called 
upon to exercise the rignt of citizenship.

THE CASE OF STOKES. 


Stokes's case was brought before the court 


of oyer 
and terminer Monday by Mr. 


Tremaine of his counsel. ITo asked that 
Judge Davis would Ds an early day lor n 
hearing to set aside the verdict on the bill of 
exceptions which had been prepared, and 
for certain irregularities disclosed In affida- 
vits, the contents of which ho summarized. 
In addition to those already noted in these 
dispalches, the counsel claim as irregulari- 
ties that threo of tho jurors were hostile 
and bitter in their sentiments loward the 
prisoner, one of whom had said "hanging 
was too good for him," and another that he 
desired to get on the Jury in order to hang 
him; that during the progress of tho trial, 
while a witness for the prosecution was 
being examined, tho prisoner, without the 
knowledge of his counsel, withdrew from 
the court, and was absent at least five 
minutes, the testimony being continued in 
lis absence, and the witness not being re- 
examined after his return; that the prcsid- 
ngjudgo also withdrew on one occasion. 
Counsel urged Thursday, but Judge Davis 
appointed Saturday; the case to be heart 
joforo Judge Boardmnn, who presided al 
the trial and sentenced tho prisoner.
